harems of the east our boyish dreams 
were full. 
Warlike, splendid horsemen 
aud marksmen, they lived almost en­ 
tirely by pillage. 
In IS ll they submit 
ted, aud Russia, knowing them to bo 
unmanageable in the mountains, gave 
them the choice of coming down into 
the plains or emigrating into Turk sh 
territory. They chose the latter course 
and were welcomed by the sultan, but 
as his ships Arrived tit tile Black sea 
ports to meet them long after the prop­ 
er time large numbers perished of hard­ 
ship and disease. 
Some were settled 
in Armenia, others in Bulgaria, others 
in various parts of Asia Minor, and 
wherever they went there has been 
trouble since.

This not withstanding, he can live on 
Indefinitely without inhaling the least: 
atom of air—that which is usually con­ 
sidered the essential to existence in all 
creatures supplied with lungs. Leppert 
says. “To all organized creatures the 
removal of oxygen, water, nourishment 
mid beat causes death to ensue.” When 
that statement was made he does not 
appear to consider the snail as one 
among the great host of “organized 
beings," for experiments prove that 
any or all the usual life conditions can 
be removed in its ease without termi­ 
nating its functions.
